@ modern Mexico, enjoying peace and conditions 
productive of sociél, political and economic prog- 
ress. But if the president is not yet ready to adopt 
this coneltision ffern the miserable failure of the 
experiment with Carranza, it surely should be 
Plain that sofmfié counterpoise must be found to the 
mischievous drift of the present Mexican govern- 
ment. 
The president has been giving much Attention to 
such questions as whether the Jugo-Slavs or the 
Italiais are to have Fiumé, the Bulgarians or the 
Grééks Thessaly, the Poles of the Germans Hastern 
Silesia, ét cetera. May we hot hope that he will 
soon be able to decide whether cattlemen or bandits 
are going to have Mexico?

More than this, the correspondents have alleged 
our boxing policy to be the cause of this youthful 
bloodthirstiness, ‘We must insist that we cannot 
see any relation between the expression of a 
healthy and normal spirit and a sordid attempt to 
commit great bodily injury if not murder. 
The use of| weapops, except under conditions 
specified by thé law as being of paramount danger, 
has no place if the established code of mankind. 
It is absurd to confound boxing, which teaches for- 
béarance afd with the use of 


no more reason to suppose that instruction in self- 
defense leads to murderous assaults than that in- 
struction in belles lettres inspires to plagiarism. 

The English always have been hailed for their 
sportsmarilike qualities and their honesty in com- 
petition. Boxing is as common among the English 
youth as the alphabet. A competent body is con- 
sidered as important as a competent brain. But 
can we say that the manly art of boxing obtains 
with any appréciation in Sicily, where the stilette 
is the badge of courage? 

Even if we may assume that boxing instills & 
Violent spirit, upon what shall we construct this 
hypothesis? Upon the fact that there is boxing 
in Chicago? There is no such fact. There has 
been no boxing in Chicago in the last twenty years, 
To what, then, do We hear protest? To the fact 


that boxing legislation has been urged by 


Tristne? © pickles! If boxing itself is absent 
there can be little tangible upon which to hinge an 
indictment. Obviously the protests must be re 
duced to this: that murderous proclivities 

aroused, not by boxing itself, but by the fact that 
boxing has been sdid to be a good ‘thing by thie

‘Voluntary arbitration of minor dif- 
ferences between packers and their em- 
ployés is expected today, when attor- 
neys for the employés and those repre- 
senting the packers in the yards wage 
hearing before Federal Judge Alschuler 
meet for an informal adjustment of 
interests.

Announcement of the voluntary con- 
ference was made by Attorney Carl 
Meyer, packers’ representative, and 
Re@mond Brennan, attorney for the 
maechanical trades in the stockyards, 
last night, after an all day hearing of 
wage stories. 

“It’s the grave both ways,” declared 
Peter Vodersack, car repairer, who 
makes an average of about $32 a week 
on piecework now. “If you take piece- 
work you kill yourself trying to rush 
through. If you take day work you 
starve to death. Great life!” 

“ Which way would you rather die? * 
demanded Attorney Meyer. 

“O, I'll take the day work if they 
allow enough pay to keep soul and 
body together,” replied the witness. 
Repairers are asking 91 cents an hour 
in the proposed wage scale. 

Max Weise, 4722 South Lafiin street, 
another car repairer in the yards, de- 
clared he could not keep his five chil- 
dren on the $34 to $38 a week he makes 
under the present scale.
